We are in receipt of your public records request dated August 4, 2019. You requested: 

A description of the permitting process for private security guards, firms, and what, if any information is 
available around regulating current law enforcement or federal officers from working for private security 
firms. 

The only record that we possess that are responsive to your request would be the rules & regulations adopted by 
our office pursuant to the Nebraska Revised Statutes governing the licensure of private detectives. 

The statutes can be found at Nebraska Legislature’s website: https://nebraskalegislature.gov/laws/browse- 
statutes.php . Neb. Rev. Stat. § 71-3201 et seq. 

The regulations, Title 433, Chapter 3 of the Nebraska Administrative Code, can be found at our website:

However, to answer your question about permitting for private security guards, in this state if the private security 
is uniformed they do not need a private detective license. If the private security is not uniformed, then a private 
detective license is necessary. The process for applying for such a license is found on our website:
